So it is with ourselves. If we do not take personal stock at least 
once a year, how can we be sure in which direction we are heading; 
whether it be to eternal damnation in hell or to everlasting happiness 
in heaven. 

If death were the end of all things then it would be a simple matter 
indeed. Man could live his life on earth just as he very well pleased— 
without need to be considerate to others and without striving to obey 
moral and religious laws. He could be as good as he pleased or as evil 
as he wished without fear of punishment or final reckoning because 
death would put an end to everything. If conditions were unbearable 
he could then take his own life and end all misery—it would be an easy 
way out. If things were like that, man would be no higher than a 
common animal — there would be nothing to strive for. Thank good¬ 
ness such is not the case. 

Man was created for a divine purpose and was given an immortal 
soul. Man’s life on earth is a stepping stone to greater things to come. 
His span on earth is only a very minute fraction of the time he will 
spend in eternity, in either happiness or despair. Man’s success on 
earth depends on how well he applies himself to his work. Success just 
doesn’t happen — it has to be achieved by hard work. So it is with 
the life hereafter. We will not achieve everlasting happiness if we do 
not deserve it. 

In our modern world, with all of its interests and pleasures, it 
is very easy to forget about the spirit and to think only about material 
aspects. However, consider what a fatalistic attitude this is when we 
realize that all things come from God who is Almighty and Everlasting 
and Who holds the power of life and death in His hands. Merely going 
to church every Sunday will not help us to achieve salvation if we 
forget all about God for the rest of the week. 

The Lenten season is a period when we should spend more time 
on spiritual matters and when we should take stock of our religious 
attitudes and precepts. It is a time when we should ask ourselves just 
where we are heading and whether we are on the right track. Just 
as students take considerable care in preparing for final examinations, 
so should we do also in preparing ourselves then. We won’t be able 
to hire a lawyer to plead our cause and to pull the wool over someone 
else’s eyes in our behalf as our whole life is always an open book to 
God. Nothing will help us then but the kind of life we led while we 
were on earth. We cannot afford to take the attitude that religion 
is only for older people and that we’ll have time for it when we get 
older. We do not know what the Divine Plan has in store for us on 
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earth — death is no respector of age or position; he reaps where he 
will. Isn’t it wiser to be prepared at all times? 

It isn’t enough for us to say that during Lent we will give up 
smoking, or drinking, or candy, or movies. These are only outward 
signs. It is not so much the outward appearances that count as it is 
a matter of the heart. What you feel towards God in your heart and 
soul is the all important thing. If your thoughts are pure so will your 
actions be also. 

During Lent let us turn our thoughts more to spiritual things 
and strive to learn more about God’s Providence and Love for us. 
God so loved man that he sent his only begotten Son to redeem 
mankind and to bring him eternal salvation. Let us reflect more about 
Christ’s life on earth and about his trials and tribulations which he 
took upon himself because of his love for us. Where can we find a 
greater love than that? 

Just as a person is willing to spend long years of study in some 
profession because of the material benefits which he hopes to achieve, 
so let us strive to lead a good life in order that we may achieve ever¬ 
lasting happiness. Don’t you think this is the greatest investment which 
we can make?

Historical Sketch of Shepfycky Institute 



The beginnings of the Institute 
date from the convention of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Brotherhood in 
Saskatoon, in 1934. The participants 
immediately recognized the need of 
an institution which might give ap¬ 
propriate training and education to 
the Ukrainian Catholic students. An 
erection of a spacious building, how¬ 
ever, was not to be thought of on 
account of the depression. Only 
when the prosperity of the post-war 
years arrived prompting the gener¬ 
ous spirit of our communities, could 


we venture on an enterprise so 
costly, but none the less so im¬ 
perative. 

In the meantime, the Institute 
existed as the Markian Shashkewich 
Bursa. In the years 1935-37 it was 
located in Belmont Hotel, near the 
C.P.R. depot, and from 1937 till 1953 
at 304 4th Avenue. The first direc¬ 
torate of the Bursa consisted of Mr. 
J. D. Stratychuk, President of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Brotherhood, 
Rev. Father Paul Sulatycky, Vice- 
President, Mr. J. Pryma, Manager, 
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Mr. B. L. Korchinski, Secretary, and 
a Board of Directors comprising Mr. 
Orest Zerebko, Mr. Wasyl Charko, 
and Rev. Father P. Kryworuchka. 

During the first four years of its 
existence the Bursa was managed by 
Mr. Joseph Pryma, the next year by 
Rev. Father S. Borys, and from 1939 
to 1953 — by Rev. Father P. Krywo¬ 
ruchka. I, Brother Methodius, F.S.C., 
became Rector of the new Sheptycky 
Institute, while Rev. Father P. Kry¬ 
woruchka remains as Burser. 

The old Bursa could accommodate 
only twenty five students. After the 
war, with a gfeat influx of students, 
that number increased to thirty-five, 
but the surplus had to find lodging 
somewhere else close-by, and as¬ 
semble in the Bursa only for meals, 
divine services in the chapel, and 
certain classes. 

,The .building was old and decrepit, 
and it had hardly any conveniences 
and facilities for the development 
of a scholarly and educational 
system. It was simply not suitable 
for the purpose. And for that reason 
our ardent prayers and pious wish 
was to acquire, by all means, a new 
and modern building. And yet, in 
spite of its lack of space and facili¬ 
ties, the Bursa did accomplish its 
intended task. During eighteen years 
of its existence, the Bursa may right¬ 
fully boast of a large number of 
students who completed their 
various studies while being accom¬ 
modated by whatever facilities it 
had to offer. And so, it is proud of 
its 135 teachers, 8 lawyers, 6 doctors, 
5 druggists, 2 seminarians, 2 den¬ 
tists, 4 agronomists, 12 engineers, 1 
university professor, 4 accountants, 
22 technicians. Of the teachers, one 
became a superintendent of schools, 


and quite a number became school 
principals. 

In the light of that accomplish¬ 
ment, it is to be hoped that the ac¬ 
quirement of a new and far more 
convenient building will serve as an 
inducement to accomplishing much 
more. The new Institute is a proud 
achievement of the Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olics of Saskatchewan, whose dreams 
have now come true. The new In¬ 
stitute is a monument to the hard 
work, generosity, and self-sacrifice 
of our Ukrainian Catholic com¬ 
munities composing the newly- 
established diocese of Saskatchewan. 
In it, to a large measure, are to be 
seen concentrated the ideals of the 
Ukrainian Catholic clergy, inteli- 
gentsia, farmers and workers. It may 
well be considered as the first great 
accomplishment of His Excellency 
Bishop Andrew Roborecky, D.D., 
under whose wise guidance the work 
continued to progress to its glorious 
conclusion. The Institute is a magni- 
ficient achievement of will power. 
It is a priceless treasure for those 
now living, and a worthy legacy for 
the generations yet to come. 

Our young men, the university 
students, are fortunate and should 
be glad because of the conveniences, 
educational leadership, and comfort 
they find and will find in the In¬ 
stitute. In it they receive all that is 
needed for their physical and spirit¬ 
ual development. To its students the 
Institute will impart the knowledge 
of the- Ukrainian language, songs, 
manners, customs, culture and his¬ 
tory. It will also instil in them our 
holy faith and the familiarity with 
the particular rite connected with 
our religion. It will help to develop 
their professional minds by lectures

on professional ethics and Christian 
apologetics thus enabling them 
eventually to be in a position to help 
our farmers and workers in their 
agricultural, economical, social and 
organizational problems. In time, it 
is to be hoped, the Institute will 
produce its own teachers to take 
care of the expanding educational 
needs of our Ukrainian communities 
wherever they may be. 

Our aim is to educate for the good 
of our people as a whole, ideal 
leaders in every walk of life, and in 
so doing, to make them exemplary 
Canadian citizens. For we must al¬ 


ways bear in mind that we form a 
part of a larger Canadian com¬ 
munity to the welfare of which we 
must all contribute our best. With 
God’s help we intend to accomplish 
that aim . 

The Sheptycky Institute is an ac¬ 
complished fact, and we are already 
educating in it our students, our 
future Ukrainian Catholic profes¬ 
sional leaders. We can honestly 
point with pride to the Sheptycky 
Institute and say to our cultured co¬ 
citizens, “Look, this is one of the 
finest educational institutions in 
Canada.”

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The Ukrainians and Crime

The great Edmund Burke once 
said: “I do not know the method of 
indicting a whole people. I really 
think that for wise men this is not 
judicious; for sober men, not decent; 
for minds tinctured with humanity, 
not mild and merciful.” 

And yet these indictments are be¬ 
ing drawn up continuously by peo¬ 
ple in high places who should know 
better. In 1928 Bishop Lloyd, Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan, literally 
flooded the editorial rooms of Can¬ 
ada with a scurrious pamphlet 
against the entry to Canada—to use 
his exact words, of any more “dirty, 
ignorant, undesirable, un-preferred, 
garlic-smelling continentals,” whol¬ 
ly oblivious of the fact that from 
among those “continentals” have 
sprung such great world figures as 
Paderewski, Tolstoy, Einstein, Ma¬ 
dam Curie, Pasteur, and Caruso, 
whose curative, inspirational and 
entertaining talents might even then 
have been giving supreme satisfac¬ 
tion to the un-Christianlike Bishop 
if such a thing were possible with 
people of his warpgd sensibilities. 
And in 1935 a Judge of the Que¬ 
bec Supreme Court, Wilson, in 
passing sentence on two Ukrainian 
youths convicted of assault on r 
female, said: The court perceives 
that you have a mentality and *■ 
tions of life and morals which m 
be ordinary in your own country 
but which our laws consider bar¬ 
barous. —- It is obvious that 
education you received in your 
homeland and your moral and in¬ 
tellectual upbringing do not allow 
you to appreciate their significance.” 


The inference that can be drawn 
from the “honorable” judge’r 
marks is that our criminals were 
mostly recruited from the foreign- 
born elements. However, a study of 
the judicial and penitentiary statis¬ 
tics of Canada of the year in which 
the aforementioned judge made his 
unusual summing up shows the fol¬ 
lowing number of indictable of¬ 
fences:

Even a casual glance at these 
figures will show that our ' immi¬ 
grants are more law-abiding than 
our Native-Born Canadians. The 
Calgary Albertan recently carried 
an editorial under the heading: 
“IMMIGRANTS ARE GOOD PEO¬ 
PLE.” 

“A Federal candidate in Quebec 
has said that the Ottawa Govern¬ 
ment is bringing in immigrants with 
revolutionary ideas and that immi¬ 
grants are filling our jails,” says 
the Albertan. 

“What are facts? An Eastern 
writer has checked the figures and 
found that Canadians born in Poland 
number 1.17% of the population, but 
only .96% of the criminal convic¬ 
tions.” The Ukrainian prison record 
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is too low to justify the scathing 
rebuke one hears and reads from 
time to time. Instead of being upheld 
as examples of law-abiding citizen¬ 
ship they are only too often made 
the objects of the cowardly calumny 
and vituperation so often exhibited 
in public and private places as well 
as on the printed page. 

What is the reasoq for this un¬ 
founded villification Of the foreign¬ 
er? And how do we explain this 
prejudiced and strange behaviour? 

Every time a crime is committed 
the race is immediatley help up to 
scorn and ridicule by some indi¬ 
viduals in the lowlier walks of life 
and even, unfortunately, by people 
in high places, who ought to know 
better. If a word is not properly 
pronounced, if their ways vary, if 
they exhibit traits of temperament 
and characteristics different from 
our own, if their ways do not co¬ 
incide with those of Canadians, the 
aliens invariably fall prey to endless 
jokes, butts, insults and indignities. 
The matter of crime seems to afford 
an especial reason for abuse. If 
an alien is brought up for theft the 
hue and cry is immediately raised 
that all foreigners are robbers; if 
a foreigner beats his wife, then 
all aliens are wife beaters; if a New 
Canadian kills a human being, then 
all New Canadians are murderers; 
and so on ad infinitum. It is the 
old story of making the exception 
the rule, or the inference that the 
crime of any individual is indicative 
of the morality and mentality of the 
race to which the said person may 
belong. 

When men like Bishop Lloyd and 
the Quebec judge say the things 
they do, they are either extremely 
thoughtless or else their remarks ire 


calculated to fogter racial animosities 
in Canada. In either case they are 
a great danger to the unity of Can¬ 
ada. Why should we force the 
foreigner to do the things which we 
would not, could not, or do not do 
ourselves? Is there a double stand¬ 
ard in this country — one for the 
so-called alien and another for the 
native-born? Can we honestly ex¬ 
pect IVAN to sprout angelic wings 
and flit about with a harp in one 
hand and a lily in the other, while 
JOHN is allowed to flagrantly sin 
and break the law with impunity? 
Crime should be just as pardonable 
in the one as it is in the other, but 
there is the difference, however, 
that when it is committed by IVAN 
it makes great newspaper headlines, 
just as if the alien were the only 
type of person that ever committed 
a crime. 

The wonder of the matter lies not 
in the frequency of criminal cas-s 
among the foreigners, but rather in 
the scarcity thereof. Crimes, we are 
told, emanate from poverty. Para¬ 
doxically, however, a great propor¬ 
tion of crime is committed by 0'<r 
so-called IDLE RICH. The poverty 
that exists among aliens is not due 
to any inherent lack of thrift or 
industry, but rather because in the 
keen competition for jobs the for¬ 
eigner stands a slim chance against 
the native-born. In the matter of 
preference JOHN has it all over 
IVAN every time; and in the CIVIL 
SERVICE THE SKI’s, the CHUK’s 
and the OVICH’s are conspicious by 
their absence. No matter what their 
merits might be the aliens are rele¬ 
gated to positions of inferiority; and 
it is only when their high abilities 
are absolutely indispensible that 
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they are given any kind of an 
opportunity at all. 

If the Saskatchewan Bishop or 
the Quebec judge would only put 
themselves in the foreigner’s place 
temporarily, they would then be 
able to visualize the hopeless de¬ 
spair, the suppressed desire of the 
alien to walk in dignity, the cruel 
pain of his thwarted effort to f’t 
into the industrial, commercial and 
cultural life of this country, and 
the spiritual hell resultant from 
failure to participate therein. For 
the hypothetical, if not actual ex¬ 
perience gained therefrom would in-, 
eviteibly bring abbut a Spiritual 
metamorphorsis or change in their 
minds that would temper all their 
future remarks with a more judi¬ 
cious, decent, mild and merciful 
character. 

Nothing will keep the races apart 
in Canada like the forcible suppres¬ 
sion and discrimination thereof. 
Even if those defamations were 
based on facts the methods used in 
describing the foreigners would 
only tend to keep them apart. Fine 
plants grow best with careful cul¬ 
tivation and people are almost as 
sensitive. Just as alkali and other 
acids are not conducive to proper 
growth, so the poisonous acertations 
of the would-be traducers can only 
tend to destroy the advancing unity 
of the country and inflame the pas¬ 
sions of our people. In spite of the 
fact that some of our sincere leaders 
have done much to make this land 
an harmonious whole, the defamers 
would divide us into warring fac¬ 
tions and keep us from forming any 
close alliance that would react bene¬ 
ficially not only to each component 
part, but of the collective whole as 
well.

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A Lenten Thought 


The Lenten days are here. The 
thought about fasting for so long a 
period evokes a sentiment of shud¬ 
der and fear. Lent means to deny 
oneself many a worthy pleasure. It 
means the curtailment of food, in¬ 
volves the atonement for sins and 
enjoins upon us more prayer and 
contribution. 

Viewing this period of fasting by 
the light of the Gospel and bringing 
it before the court of our reason 
we will immediately find out its 
indispensability in promoting the 
happiness of our earthly life and in 
restoring the friendship of God. 

Man is a mysterious compound of 
spirit and matter. Consequently 
there arises at times a bitter conflict 
between these two elements of 
human nature. The lower faculties 
tend toward pleasure, while the 
higher ones are drawn towards 
moral good. To preserve order be¬ 
tween this conflicting duality 
reason must fight hostile tendencies 
and eventually conquer, for the 
appetite when pampered, indulged 
and petted becomes imperious and 
domineering. During Lent we give 
up some lawful things in order to 
fortify the enthronement of con¬ 
science and intellect over passions 
and cravings. Thus we become mas¬ 
ters of ourselves. 

Lent is the time to prove our¬ 
selves trustworthy in all respects. 
Wordly pleasures are crafty in this 
that they always find a way of mak¬ 
ing men slaves. Many people veer 
under the impulse of their whims 


as the weathercock under the im¬ 
pulse of the wind. The pull of pas¬ 
sion easily deflects them from their 
line of duty. As a result their virtues 
lanquish and grow slack. Such 
people cannot be commissioned with 
an answerable task, for they can 
easily break down under its burden. 
In Lent we sacrifice many pleasures 
to show that we can be trusted. If 
we cannot control ourselves in 
small, commonplace things, what 
warrant have we of refraining in 
large, unlawful things? A trust¬ 
worthy man is the one who can say 
“yes” or “no” to his faculties and 
be sure of prompt obedience. 

The third purpose of Lent is to 
expiate sin. We all have offended 
God, turned away from Him and 
embraced creature. This is a crime 
against God and needs readjust¬ 
ment. During Lent we punish our¬ 
selves to show God that we are 
sorry for having offended Him. To 
prove our mistake, we deliberately 
turn away from llhese creatures and 
return to God. Our lenten sacrifices 
are to restore friendship with Him. 
However inadequate these offerings 
are, nevertheless, when wrapped 
with love and filial subjection, they 
become Very precious in God’s eyes. 

Viewing Lent from this angle, it 
is the most precious time of „ the 
year. During it we have ample op¬ 
portunities for self-mastery, for 
developing our trustworthiness and 
advancing in Christian perfection. 
Let us hope this period will >be 
profitted by all in the highest 
degree.

And isn’t it true that you are 
seriously thinking of how you could 
secure for yourself lasting happiness 
and true satisfaction in the future? 
That’s what our life is for! Now 
take a look at various careers before 
you.

“Your Boy Friend’’ 

My friends: 

“Has he a car? Is he good-looking? 
Can he dance” Those are the ques¬ 
tions on the red lips of a girl who 
is only interested in a good time. 
“Has he a steady character? Is he 
good-living? Can he Work?” Those 
are the questions in the clear eyes 
of a girl who is interested in a steady 
boy friend. Because the whole pur¬ 
pose of looking for a steady boy 
friend is not just to have a partner 
for fun. It is to have a good partner 
for life, one who will make a good 
husband and a good father. To tind 
such a boy, you have to have the 
right approach, and you have to 
know the right type. 

You have to have the right ap¬ 
proach in looking for a steady boy 
friend. That means you must be in 
your right mind about the whole 
problem of boys. Some girls go out 
of their mind as soon as they hit 
their teens and become “boy-crazy”, 
in the wild idea that they just have 
to have a steady date in order to 
have fun. As soon as she hits her 
teens, an intelligent girl asks herself 
whether she wants a boy friend at 


all. She will remember that the 
way to love is only one way of life 
in which a girl can go to God. She 
may decide through much* 1 prayer 
and advice, to choose the religious 
or single way of life as the best way 
for her. She then has no need of a 
boy friend, she joins the glorious 
company of Canadian girls which 
give their hearts in religious or single 
life to the service of our sick and 
aged and young. We thank God 
from our heart for such wonderful 
girls in almost every community in 
Canada, from Fredericton to North 
Bay to Grande Prairie. 

Should you decide, however, that 
the way of love is God’s way for 
you, the next step is to know how 
to choose the right boy friend, who 
is to be your partner in love, your 
husband, and father to your chil¬ 
dren.. For that you must have the 
right manner. Many girls do not 
find the right boy friend because 
they do not have the right manner. 
They either try too hard, or they 
don’t try enough. 

Some girls try too hard for a boy 
friend. They want one so badly, 
that they take the first one that 
comes along whether he is go<>d or 
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not. Or they are so afraid of losing 
their boy friend that they let him 
have liberties he has no right to. 
What is perhaps worst of all, they 
tie themselves down to one boy 
friend at the early age of 15, 16, 
and 17 — the very years when they 
should be enjoying themselves in 
the company of all the other girls 
and boys of their own age. Those 
are not the years for a steady boy 
friend, because there is usually no 
immediate prospect of marriage at 
that age. Those are the years for 
getting around and sizing up for 
future reference, the good and bad 
and different types of boys, that 
you will really be in a position to 
know what is the right type of 
boy friend when the right time 
comes. 

Other girls don’t try enough for 
the right boy friend. If you didn’t 
know them better, you might almost 
think they were snobs, the way they 
say: “But there aren’t any good boys 
around!” There certainly are good 
boys around—plenty of them! Other 
girls seem to find them all right 
and make good husbands and fathers 
out of them. Or they will say: “I’m 
not going to have a boy friend, 
unless I find one just like my Dad!” 
That’s all right too. It’s fine of you 
to love and admire your Dad, but 
remember — your mother had some¬ 
thing to do with making him the 
fine man he is today. She didn’t 
find him ready-made. They both 
worked together. A girl isn’t very 
wise in these days of 1954 who 
sits at home moping and waiting 
for some Prince Charming to come 
and find her. That only happens 
in fairy tales. In real life, a girl 
helps herself to the right boy friend, 
by helping others to be happy and 


have fun at the many fine clubs 
and homes she visits. As in life, 
so with boy friends — you help 
yourself when you help others. 

The right way therefore to look 
for the right boy friend is — be 
yourself. Develop a rounded per¬ 
sonality that mixes easily and well 
with old and young; a rounded per¬ 
sonality that doesn’t fret and frown 
its time away worrying about boy 
friends, but gets down to the brass 
tacks of making other people happy. 
That’s the kind of girl every boy 
wants for himself, for he thinks: 
“If she can make others happy, 
she can make me happy too.” Be¬ 
sides, think of the contentment and 
peace of mind that brings to you all 
through the years you are looking 
for the right boy friend, instead 
of making you sour and cynical 
and disappointed with life, as many 
are. They were so anxious to have 
a boy friend that they forgot to 
round out their own personality in 
giving happiness to others each day 
of their life. 

Besides the right manner, you must 
have the right advice in choosing 
the right boy friend. And here’s 
where many a girl tossess her head 
and says: “Nobody’s going to tell me 
what to do.” That is true. You should 
be old enough to know what you 
are doing. The question is — are 
you? And no matter how old you 
are, you are not too old to listen 
to advice. Men and women who are 
much older than you, have not only 
listened to advice — they have asked 
for it in important matters. The 
right boy friend is mighty impor¬ 
tant to your heart and your life, 
isn’t he? Wouldn’t it be intelligent 
then to ask your family’s ideas 
about him? They have had a little 
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more experience, and they do love 
you enough to want to see you 
happy. Suppose they do make the 
mistake of many modern parents of 
ranting and raving and nagging 
about it. That often happens because 
they don’t know just how to talk 
to you: you never learned how to 
talk over big things together. And 
even if you don’t agree with their 
ideas about your friend, why not 
quietly explain your whole case to 
your pastor or someone with sound 
judgment — someone you trust. Best 
of all, why not ask your best friend 
about it — God himself. Ask Him 
in your night prayers and in your 
weekly communion, in your visits 
to His Mother’s shrines. And if all 
this advice still adds up to a big — 
NO! then please, as we love you, 
don’t let your pride or your passions 
push you into going steady with 
that boy. Stop it! Right now! — 
even though it seems to break your 
heart to give him up. You still have 
time to mend your heart by finding 
that right type of boy friend. 

How can you tell the right type 
of boy friend, now that you have 
the right approach in the way of 
the right mind, the right manner, 
and the right advice? You can see 
the right type very clearly in con¬ 
trast to the wrong type. The wrong 
type, the type no girl in her right 
mind would think of going with are 
these: 1. A man already married or 
divorced. 2. A habitual drunkard. 
3. A man who is impure in talk or 
action. 4. A man who can’t or won’t 
hold a job. 5. A man who thinks 
and acts as though there were no 
God — but himself. These are de¬ 
finitely not the right type for any 
girl who considerls herself as a 
union of body and soul modelled 


on the Lady Mary. And no matter 
how madly such men promise re¬ 
form or threaten suicide “if you 
don’t love me!” — DON’T LISTEN 
TO THEM!!! Many a girl is happily 
single today because she had the 
grace and strength to say—No—to 
such men, while many another is 
miserably married because she 
couldn’t say no! 

What actually is the right type 
then? The right type, as you can 
see by studying your own fathers 
and brothers or other men success¬ 
fully married, are those who are 
in their right mind and have good 
will. Your boy friend is in his right 
mind if he knows that love is a 
union of two souls and two bodies, 
that its purpose is the birth of chil¬ 
dren and. helping each other, and 
that the way of love is to be faith¬ 
ful forever and to ask God’s help. 
And the only way to find out if 
he is in his right mind about these 
essentials of love is — to ask him 
frankly. That shouldn’t be hard in 
these days of frank discussion among 
old and young. It is much better for 
you to find out now than later, 
when he may suddenly spring his 
queer ideas on you, ideas which he 
got from some “scientific” book or 
from listening to “the better class of 
people” talk. Children.!' That’s: a 
laugh! Ddn’t be silly! Let’s be 
reasonable. We’ve got to save up 
for a car and all the other things 
we need. We’ll have children later 
on — maybe — when we have more 
time, more money, and nothing else 
to do.” Where does that leave you, 
little girl? What does that do to 
your ideas of being a mother? What 
does that do to your ideas of true 
love? What does that do to your 
conscience? That is why you must 
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make him talk — to see if he is 
in his right mind about these things 
so important to you and your hap¬ 
piness. If he is not in his right 
mind, then he is not the right 
type. 

It is not enough for him to be in 
his right mind about love. He must 
also have good will. That means a 
strong will that he can say—yes!— 
to whht is right, and—no!—to what 
is wrong; a will that has first-class 
self-control. It is this good will that 
shows his real character. And the 
only sure way to find out, is to go 
to his home, mix with his young 
brothers and sisters and friends— 
and there study his habits. Because 
any man can have good will and 
control on occasion, especially when 
his best girl is watching. But it’s 
his habits that show what he really 
is—his habit of Sunday church, 
monthly confession, daily prayers 
hourly truthfulness and kindness— 
they show his real character. Best 
of all, they show you the kind of 
husband and father he will be. 

It helps a lot, too, if he is a man 
who is gentle. Not just a “mama’s 
boy’’ or pansy type—but one who 
is gently considerate underneath a 
rough or a refined exterior. It means 
a lot in the terrifically close inti¬ 
macy of daily married life to have 
a man Who is considerate of the 
little things that make for easier 
living. And you can be sure that 
you have such a man if your folks 
ever say: “I like your boy friend. He 
thinks of everything!” Then you 
know you really have a gentle man. 

Once you know by your talks to¬ 
gether, by your observation and by 
your feminine intuition, that your 
boy friend is the right type, there 
is just one question left. Is he your 


type? Is he compatible in tempera¬ 
ment, education, age, cultural in¬ 
terest and pleasures, race and reli¬ 
gion. It makes good fiction but 
mighty poor fact to read news head 
lines that say: MILLIONAIRE MAR¬ 
RIES PAUPER: NEGRO MARRIES 
WHITE: 60-YEAR-OLD MARRIES 
TEEN AGER. And it is a wonderful 
miracle when it turns out happily. 
But remember—it is still a miracle, 
because it usually turns out unhap¬ 
pily. Why start with the odds against 
you when you could millionize your 
chances of happiness by choosing 
one of your own faith, your own age, 
your own type. 

That is really not too much to ask 
for in the right boy friend, is it that 
he be in his right mind about love, 
that he be of good will, that he be a 
gentleman, and that he be compa¬ 
tible with you. It may take a while 
for you to find him, like anything 
worth while, but you will look for 
him calmly and quietly because you 
have the right approach in the way 
you ask advice, and the way you 
develop a rounded personality that 
concentrates on making others happy 
instead of thinking, just of yourself. 
That will surely lead you, in God’s 
good plan under western or eastern 
skies, to the boy who will be your 
happiness — the Boy who is Your 
Friend for Life! God bless you.

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A Vanishing Rite \ 


A Split in The Church ?

(The second in a series of articles 
under the general heading of 
A VANISHING RITE?) 

The origin of Rites in the Catholic 
Church goes back to the very be¬ 
ginning of Christianity. At first the 
language of the liturgy was always 
in the vernacular of the people. The 
earliest Christians in Rome spoke in 
Greek, and Greek was the language 
of the Roman liturgy for the first 
three centuries. Many people are 
not aware that Mass is being said 
every day of the year in twelve dif¬ 
ferent languages. “Variety of Rites, 
Unity in Faith” has always been the 
golden watchword of the Vicars of 
Christ. 

Some of our Latin rite brothers 
have expressed on occasion that the 
varity of rites constitutes a “split” 
in the Catholic Church. This is bad 
reasoning. It is bad propaganda. We 
trust and hope that such things 
are said in non-culpable ignorance. 
For those who should know better, 
this short article is presented in 
the hope that these will become 
much wiser lest more damage done 
by ignorant talk call forth the 
censures of the Church. 

There is such a thing in the Cath¬ 
olic Church as “sentire cum ec- 
clesia”. This means to sense, to feel, 
to sympathise, to think in the spirit 
of the dictates of the Catholic 
Church. To be a good Catholic one 
must “sense with the Church”. To 
do otherwise is to be a bad Catholic. 
Fortunately many Latin Rite writers 


have an acute understanding of the 
problems involved in the matter of 
rites. ^And they know how the 
Church and the Pope sense or feel 
about the question of rites in the 
Universal Church. I qu.ote one such 
writer: 

“Does the Holy See wish to have 
absolute unity throughout the 
world? The answer is: unity of 
faith, but by no means unity of 
Rites! To quote Pope Pius XII: ‘If 
some, urged by too great a love for 
unity and concord, and ignorant of 
the nature of Eastern peoples, have 
tried to corrupt their Rites or to 
draw them all into the Latin Rite, 
the Popes have acted otherwise and 
have spared no effort to oppose such 
attempts.’ It is regrettable that we 
Latins are thinking that we are the 
whole Church, the whole true 
Church of Christ. The Popes have 
always been clear-sighted in their 
view of matters. Pope Benedict XIV 
was quite outspoken in this regard: 
‘The Church of Jesus Christ is 
neither Latin, nor Greek, nor Slav, 
but Catholic. Members of all nations 
are equal in the eyes of the Apostolic 
See. Christ and the Popes want all 
men to be Catholic, but all need not 
be Latin. Catholics can have dif¬ 
ferences through venerable tradi¬ 
tions in liturgy, language, laws and 
customs.’ ” *

Only with grave reason does the 
Holy See allow permission to change 
from the Ukrainian to the Latin 
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Rite. It has strong reasons for safe¬ 
guarding the existence and con¬ 
tinuance of the Oriental Rites. Some 
of these reasons will be indicated 
in a later article in this series. For 
the time it is well for us to know 
that the Church is tremendously in¬ 
terested in the Oriental Rites espe¬ 
cially the Ukrainian Rite which is 
the largest of all Eastern Rites. Here 
are more prohibitions on the chang¬ 
ing of Rite. It is the voice of the 
Church, of the Popes, the Vicars of 
Christ — directed to us Ukrainians. 

POPE CLEMENT VIII: 

“We have, therefore, left intan¬ 
gible your Rite and ceremonies, by 
which you worship God, and we 
want them to remain so.” 

URBAN VIII: 

Ordered all Bishops of Ukraine to 
refuse permission of changing Rite, 
and under penalty of nullity of act 
forbade all Latin Archibishops, 
Bishops, and Prelates to accept 
Ukrainians into the Latin Rite. 

PROPAGANDA OF FAITH—Decree 
of 1624: 

Warned the Jesuits not to in¬ 
fluence Ukrainians to pass over to 
the Latin Rite.

(interdiction to say Mass and ad¬ 
minister the Sacraments) and all 
other pains threatened in the Con¬ 
stitution “Demandatam” (of Bene¬ 
dict XIV).”
